When the body of Quick, an elder 


ly man, was found at the foot of the 
outside stone cellar steps it was a 
first thought -he had 'fallen down the 
steps. However Coroner Humiston 
District Attorney Murray and Ser- 
geant Hopkins made an investigation 
and following that investigation Dis- 
trict Attorney Cleon B, Murray is- 
sued orders for the arrest of the 
three people now in custody on a 
murder charge. There was evidence 
that Quick- had been attacked in his 
home and beaten there and that he 
was then taken outside and thrown 
down the steps in such-a manner as 
to lead a casual Investigation to in- 
dicate that he had fallen down the 
steps. However, there was certain 
evidence discovered in the house to 
indicate that there had been a strug- 
gle and a careful Investigation dis- 
closed a part of Quick's eye-glasses 
In the house while the remainder 
were found by the body. A search 
of the house indicated 
that the 


premises had been carefully cleaned 
up after the attack but certain evi- 
dence remained overlooked by the 
person 
or persons who murdered 


Quick. 
Later certain articles and 


clothe* used to clean up bloody evi- 
dence at the house were located by 
the officers some distance from the 
house where they had been hidden.

Tbese special 
franchise 
valuations 


are the values of that part of the 
property 'of the public utility com- 
panies located in the streets, high- 
ways and public places. These val- 
uations are comprised of two ele- 
ments — the value of the tangible 
property and the "alue of the intan- 
cible right to occupy the streets. 
highways and public places. 
These 


elements combined constitute the 
special franchise. 
The figures fur- 


nished herewith are the equalized 
figures. These certified values are 
subject to tax at the same tax rate 
in each city in which all other real 
estate is assessed locally. The 1933
